Charter Day Observed at 
Branch With Address by 
Regent Chester Rowell

Declares Them Both Earnest 
and Hardworking

LONDON, March 23.—When 
John Beckett, Laborite member of 
Commons, referred to the be- 
jJewelled peeresses at the opening 
of Parliament as a vulgar, garish 
mob of underdressed women, and 
compared them to chorus girls, he 
started something in the theatrical 
world. . 

These days one may say almost 
anything he Ifkee abovt the no- 
bility and escape unscathed, but 
the land of Shakespeare resents on- 
slaughts on the stagé. Of course, 
Mr. Beckett, who hes achieved 
fame by wearing a huge sombero 
which has perhaps the widest brim 
In the country, was not attacking 
the stage. He was after the no- 
bility. But iIndirectiy he hit the 
stage hard enough to get a sharp 
reaction. 

“Tt geems an amazing thing. and 
a wicked thing, that frequently 
when people heave something par- 
ticularly nasty to eay about some-

girls haven't the money to be 
garish and vulgar even if they were 
inclined that way, which they 
aren't.

Miss Compton gianced dewn 4e- 
precatingly at an exceedingly mod- 
est outfit of very ordinary material 
which she was wearing. She was 


constumed for the impersonation 
of a girl of the East End. 
“The great majority of our 


chorus girls have no inclination to 
vulgarity for the simple reason 
that they come from good families 
and are well bred,” continued Miss 
Compton. 

“We take the stage very serious- 
tly. Ambitious girlie make the chorus 
merely a means to the end. They 
must start somewhere In the pro- 
fession, and the chorus is the log!- 
cal place for those intending to act 
in musical plays. The majority 
of our girls havé no time to think 
about ‘fine’ clothes. They have 
no time to dieplay them even if 
they had them. They work from 
morning until midnight. When they 
are not on the stage, they are re- 
hearsing and taking lessons in 
ainging and dancing. They are a 
very earnest lot. 

“So far as our choruses being 
vulger and garish on the stage, 
that ie equally untrue.

WEEK PLANNED 


Coolidge Requests Observ- 
ance of Conservation 


Twenty States Have Timber 
Preserves 


Similar Program Planned for 
Canada 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, March 23.-—The 
second American Forest Week has 
been announced, for the week of 
April 18 to 24. In designating this 
week President Coolidge in his 
proclamation recommends to the 
Governors of the various States 


that they also designate the week 
as American Forest Week and ob- 
serve Arbor Day within that week 
wherever practicable and not in 
conflict with law or accepted cus- 
tom. He urges public offictals, 
public and business organizations, 
industrial leaders, landowners, edi- 
tors, educators, clergymen, and all 
patriotic citizens to unite In the 
common task of forest conservation 
and renewal. 

American Forest Week is an an- 
nual call to all citizens to take 
part in bringing about better forest 
conditions. It has met with ready 
response and Edgar P. Allen, man- 
aging director of the committee in 
charge, says that this year the 
movement has epread and there ts 
a stronger feeling back of the idea. 


NATIONAL POLICY 


There has been more private and 
public reforestation and the attl- 
tude of Congress is more generous 
toward the plan of reforestation 
since it has seen the results of this 
work. A national forest policy 
has been established and this year 
one of the chief phases of the pro- 
@ram will be the development of 
State conferences and State cam- 
paigns. State chairmen have been 
appointed representing the Ameri- 
can Forest Week Committee and 
the State programs will be under 
their direction. 

Those who have studied lumber 
problems say that it is important 
that emphasis be placed on the 
Btate and local needs. While it is 
essential that everyone do his part 
in carrying out the national forest 
policy, there is aleo much that peo- 
ple c@n do in their own community. 
Twenty States have established 
State forests coniprising about 
5,400,000 acres. It is pointed out, 
however, that while this might in- 
dicate that the States have gone 
into timber growing on a large 
scale, this is not quite true. 

According to the Foreet Service, 
a number of these State forests are 
the result either of gifts or of spe- 
cial purchases which do not indi- 
cate a general policy. Consider- 
ably more than half of the entire 
area of Btate forests is situated in 
New York and Pennsylvania. An- 
other thing, the mere fact that a 
State forest has been established 
does not necessarily mean that 
timber crops are being grown and 
harvested. New York prohibits the 
| cutting of timber in her State for- 
ests, so that they really become 
State parks. 

At the present time Penner!- 
vania ie the outstanding example 
| of State timber growing. The pur- 
'chase of forest lands was author- 
ized in 1897 and since that time 
has steadily gone o.. The great 
bulk of these State forests will be 
devoted primarily to wood pro- 
duction. There is now pending a 
State constitutional amendment, 
which if approved by the people, 
will provide for a bond issue of 
$25.000.000 with which to buy ap- 


acres. 

New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
eachusetts, Connecticut, New Jer- 
eey, and Uhio are other North- 
| eastern States which are consis- 
tently bullding up State forests for 
timber-growing. So far Texas is 
the only State in the South which 
has adopted this policy. 

It is also pointed out that town 
forests are an excellent means of 
meeting local needs. The saving 
in freight charges alone is a con- 
sideration. There are some 250 
cities and townships in the United 
States which at this time own and 
maintain municipal forests. Often 
these are partly used as play- 
grounds and recreation parks. The 
production and sale of timber in 
these areas if an excellent invest- 
ment. It is said that it is quite 
usual In Europe for municipalities 
to own their own forests and often 
the proceeds from the sale of the 
wood is sufficient to meet all of the 
town expenses, 


CANADA'S PLANS 

Another unusud) feature of this 
years American Forest Week is 
that the Canadian government has 
niso set aside the week of Apri! 
18-24 as a period when stress shal! 
be laid upon the problems of for- 
est conservation and renewal. It 
designated this period as 
“Save the Forest Week.” It is 
hoped that it will be possible to 
link the programs of these two. 
Canada will no doubt have a pro- 
gram similar to that of the United 
States, although perhaps more ex- 
tensive, since there is more radian 


at the disposal of the Canadian 
committee.

Friedman's phrases are cut 
as with a surgeon's knife, laying 
bare the very heart and structure 
of the composition under his 
hands. He is an intellectual giant 
and the keyboard is but a tool 
with which he bullds.

Museum Unit 


Assortment Held “Largest 
Gathered by One Man 


Temporary Housing Given at 
Exposition Park 


What is believed to be the larg- 
eat single collection of African big 
game animals ever obtained by one 
man is being installed temporarily 
in the firet unit of the new mu- 
seum building at Exposition Park. 

The assortment of animals of the 
Dark Continent was collected by 
Leslie Simson, retired mining en- 
gineer and big-game hunter, dur- 
ing a period of four years especial- 
ly devoted to that purpose. Among 
the exhibits being housed at the 
museum are family groups of gi- 
lions, leopards, buffaloes. 
rhinoceroses, kudus, gnus, oryxs 
and many specimens of antelopes. 

In view of the fact that big 
game rapidly ie disappearing in 
Africa, as well as in other parts 


| of the earth, the collection is ex- 


pected to become increasingly val- 
uable in that it will contain nu- 
merous species that promise soon 
to become extinct. 


PREPARES SPECIMENS 

The entire collection was mount- 
6d under the supervision of John 
Rowley, who for many years was 
connected with the American Mu- 
— of Natural History, New 

ork. 

The Board of Supervisors made 
possible the obtaining of the big- 
game exhibit for the museum by 
accepting the proposal of Mr. Sim- 
son wherein he agreed to provide 
the animals.if costs of transporta- 
tion were paid and the collection 
properly housed and mounted. 

The pervisors propose to pro- 
vide for a permanent home for the 
Simson collection in the second unit 
of the museum building, which ‘is 
to be constructed just as soon as 
funds are available. According to 
announced plans of the board, the 
coming’ year’s budget probably will 
include an appropriation for the 
additiona! unit. 

© museum to date has expend. 
ed practically $70,000 on transpor- 
tation, field expenses and mounting 
of the Simson collection.

SCRUTINY BORES SUSPECTS 


Two Lines af Men Face Each Other at “Show-Up” Ww hen 
Citizens Seek to Identify Aggressors, But Prisoners are 
Less Perturbed Than Those Looking Them Over 


Two lines of men faced one an- 
other at police headquarters yes- 
terday—one, impassive, silent, mo- 


ing, ill at ease. 

The occasion was the so-called 
“show-up”" when citizens of Los 
Angeles who have been robbed of 
their possessions were requested by 
the police to appear and identify 
the aggressors from among the per- 
petual array o suspects. But, 
strangely enough, the fourteen men 
lined against the wall, dressed as 
when arrested, in all varieties of 
attire, had the monopoly on the 
unconcern.
